The 
motion was heard' August 23 l 84 Ac that time a continuance for 
sentencing was granted to September 28 '84. On the 28th a contin- 
uance to October 12 '84 was granted. 

On October 12, Mr. Brock was sentenced to prison - which was 
reduced to one yearr in the county jail and 10 years probation 

At that time Mr Brock appealed his conviction, the county 
has appointed an attorney for him and the Court retained juris- 
diction Mr Brock is now living with his parents out of our 
Council He reports 3 days a week to the City Police - must 
remain in his parents home after dark and has been assigned a 
probation officer* These conditions will continue until his 
^appeal is hear*

It has become 
quite clear that the Washington Court System is interested in 
protecting the "rights" of people awaiting appeals of convictions. 

Mr. Brock's case was given to the Washington State Court 
of Appeals in Spokane, Wa. in 1985. In February 1986 the Court 
published its opinion upholding his conviction. Mr. Brock 
appealed to the State Supreme Court and the Court refused to 
hear the case. 

Mr. Brock is now serving a one year jail sentence in Clark 
County Washington. His conviction, October 12, 1984 carried a 
10 year probation and one year in jail. 

His home of record in Camas, Wa. is within the territory 
of the Columbia Pacific Council out of Portland, Oregon.
